FROM THE FILES OF 
WOODSTOCK HISTORICAL Sac. 

We often think experiences to- 
day are unique and forget that 
our forefathers had them and re- 
marked on them. For instance, 
upon rereading Henry David: Tho- 
reau’s account of moose hunting 
from “The Maine Woods”, which 
is. in the Woodstock Museum Lib- 
rary, the Curator observed the fol- 
lowing passage, It seems asi time- 
Jy now as. when it was written: 

“It was very agreeable, as ‘well 
as independent, thus lying in the 
open air that night, and the fire 
kept ot uncovered extremities 
warm enough, The Jesuit mission- 
aries used to say, that, in their

It is surprisng with what impuni- 
ty and comfort one who has ail- 
ways lain in a warm bed in a 
close apartment and studiously 
avoided drafts of air, cam lie 
down on the ground without a 
shelter, roll himself in, a blanket, 
and sleep before a fire, in a 
frosty, autumn night just after a 
long, rain-storm and even come 
soon to enjoy and value the fresh 
air,
